September 7% letter to repeater owner Kathryn C 
Tucker, AAGTK, fromFCC Spedal Coursel for 

Amateur Radio Erforcerrert Riley Hollingsworth. 

Hollingsworth specifically dted indderts of 

alleged rues violations in early February on W6NUT ard reiterated 
that extensive rronitoring of WOENUT showed "no evidence that a 
cortrol operator even exists for this repeater." The FCC also has 
reported receiving nurverous conplairts about W 6NUT. 

In her reply to the FCC, Tucker idertified her husband, Roy Tucker, 
N6TK, as the primary cortrol operator "24 hours a day, 7 daysa 
week, 52 weeks out of the year." But elsewhere in her response, 
Tucker noted that he was not on duty during the alleged nisbehavior 
in early February that prompted the FCC review. Tucker also told the 
FCC that it was not the repeater's policy "to atterpt to revove uruy 
operators’ fromusing W6NUT. As for complaints, Tucker told the FCC 
that their policy was to let them'go in one ear and out the other." 
Hollingsworth's September 7th letter suggested that Tucker was 
migsrforrred about the FCC rues governing repeater operation. He 
also asked Tucker to docurrert her designation of Roy Tucker as the 
WE6NUT control operator, and he noted that the rues hold licensee 
and control operator "equally responsible for the proper operation of 
the dation" Automatic control does not absolve the licensee or control 
operator of the responsibility for illegal or improper conduct that airs, 
Hollingsworth explained. While there's an exception for inadvertert 
conmunications that violate the rues, he said, FCC rues do not 
congder irmproper or illegal conduct that's repetitive or continues for 
hours or days to be inadvertent 

The rues do "not exempt the repeater station licensee from 
resporability for the proper operation of his or her station or allow a 
repeater station licensee to ignore complairts, Hollingsworth wrote. 
"Given your response, it is evidert that you do not understand the 
dutes of a cortrol operator," Hollingsworth said. "Further, we find no 
rrerit to your implication that the responsibility of the owner/ licensee/ 
cortrol operator of a repeater ends with tedrical operation of the 
gations equiprrert" 

Hollingsworth said Tucker's understanding of automatic control — as 
indicated by her reply — was "in error." Autorvatic control is not a 
rrethod of operator cortrol, he said. Under autorvatic cortrol, a 
repeater may be operated without a control operator to babysit the 
repeater, provided devices and procedures are in place to ensure 
tedricl conpliance. 

Hollingsworth requested that the licensee or the cortrol operator 
conduct a tine ard usage study of W6NUT's operation for 14 
corsecitive 24-hour periods to derronsirate that the repeater can 
comply with FCC rues without a control operator on duty. He said the 
FCC warts to know the date, tire and length of transvissions, the 
catiors originating the transnissiors, a brief summary of the cortert, 
notes about any apparert violations, the tirves the cortrol operator 
had to act to "insure the inrediate proper operation of the 
repeater, and any down periods.

Asa resut of the early February inddert, Gregory S. Cook, ex- 
KC6USO, of Chico, turned in his license, and the FCC ordered Ted R 
Sorersen Ill, KC6PQW, of Agoura Hills off all repeaters on the 144, 
222, or 440 MHz bards for the next three years 


The FCC has acted on longstanding renewal & upgrade applications 
froma Michigan hamwhose operation had corre udder Conmisson 
squiny, renewing the license of Allen]. Stap Sr, N83OKU, of Gobles 
for a two-year term provided he follows FCC rules 


Stap's upgrade to General Class was held in abeyance for rrore than 
a year while the FCC evaluated his written and or-the-air responses 
to earlier sanctions. FCC Spedal Coursel for Arrateur Radio Riley 
Hollingsworth, K4ZDH, detailed the sandions ina letter to notify Stap 
of the short-termrenewal. 


According to Hollingswortr's letter, Stap ertered a plea of no cortest 
in May 1997 to violation of a Michigan satute that makesit a 
misderreanor to "prevent, interfere, obstruct or injpede a public 
safety radio conmurication." Stap was accsed of intentionally 
irterfering with a RACES dation engaged in test operations in support 
of dvil deferse conmuricatons, Hollingsworth said. 

Stap served a "delayed" sentence of nine rrorths after agreeing not 
to operate on 2 rreters ard to surrender his radio equiprvert to the 
police. After nine months, the restridions against Stap were lifted and 
the charge disvissed. 

Subsequertly, Stap was notified by the FCC to answer to irterference 
conplairts. "In 1999 we received complaints about your interfering 
with Kalarrazoo, Michigan, repeaters, and you received a warning 
letter on February 23, 2000," Hollingsworth noted. When Stap's filed 
an application for upgrade to General in May 2000, Hollingsworth 
had queried Stap about the 1997 cininal case. 


In the interim Stap's license carve up for renewal. "Since that tive we 
have received no complairts, and therefore, you are receiving a two- 
year grart," Hollingsworth said. At the sarve tire, the FCC acted on 
Stap's application to General dass. Hollingsworth told Stap that he 
may routinely renew his Amateur Radio license if he follows the res 
during his currert two-year term but that valid complaints of rules 
violations coud lead to a license revocation hearing.
